Pager Vote

President Asked Not to be 
Swayed by “Irresponsible 
and Ineffective” Vote

(By Universal Service) 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—De- 
nouncing the newspaper. strow 
votes of prohibition as “irrespon- 
sfble and inerrectice,’ the Auti- 
saloon 
appealed to President Coolidge not 
to be swerved by the polls which 
Show an overwhelming demand for 
modification of the volstead.act to 
permit the sale of bear and wine. 

Dr. Arthur J. Barton’ of Kansas 
City, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, who headed 
the dé@fegation, protested that tho| 
primary purpose of their visit was | 
to secure more effective enforce- 
ment of the prohibition laws, ra- 
ther than to attempt to counter- 
act and adverse effect which the 
hewspaper polls may have had 
wpon the President. 


“We did call the Président’ at- ! 


tention to the fact that this straw 
vote is not a matter of any ser- 
ious significance,” he said. 

Dr. Barton and the other dele- 
gates. asserted that. most of the 
‘polls have been taken in the big 
cities “where the’ sentiment for 
prohibition has not been strong- 
ly developed.” 

He charged that, the organized 
wets are expending funds and 
energy to influente the voting.

“The friends of prohibition as 
a class will not take any part in 
the so-called vote and will nat 
be seriously concerned about no 
disturbed by the results of the 
ballot.” : 

“If the Anti-Saloon League were 
willing to adopt irresponsible me- 
thods or to fall in with the ir- 
responsible methods adopted by 
others, the straw vote would show 


a big dry majority. 


Mussolini Has 


Declared War 


On “Camorra” 


(By Universal Serv'ce) 


ROME, Mar. 13.—Mussolini has 
declared war on the Camorra, 
which since the beginning of the 


19th century has terrorized Itali- 
ns all over the world. 

Upon orders from Rome, the per- 
fect of Police of Palmero today 
started a drive against the secret 
organization. Sicily has been the 
stronghold of the Camorra for 
many years, and the authorities 
there tacitly tolerated it until thé 
Fascisti took over power. 

At Termini, a suburb of Palmero, 
285 people were arrested yesterday 
charged with being members of 
the Camorra. Many of the prison- 
ers are prosperous and reputable 
citizens to all outward appearances. 
The Palermo Police hold ther re- 
sponsible for a long list of mur- 
ders and robberies. 

The campaign against the Cam- 
orra is the result of many bitter 
feuds between its. members. and 
the Sicilian Fascisti. Apparently 
the latter decided that’ the time 
has come to establish the authori- 
ty of the present govrnment in 
southern Italy as supreme. It is 
held here that Mussolini is the only 
man with sufficient coruage to 
stamp out once for all the dreaded 
Camorra.

North and.South American Countries 
Determined to Prevent European 
neg mamas <"” *| Encroachment ThroughWorld Court

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The 
great powers of North and South 
America ‘are united in their de- 
termination to prevent European 
encroachment upon the sovereign- 
ty of the new world Republics 
through the agency of the World 
Court set up by the League ot 
Nations. 

The A-B-C of South America— 
Argentina, Brazil and Chile—are 
aligned with the United States in 
regarding the court as merely a 
tribunal to which they voluntarily 
may refer their differences for 
adjudication, to accept or reject 
its findings as they see fit. 

Both the submission to the 
court and the courts decisions 
must be ratified by the national 
legislatures of the South Ameri- 
can countries concerned 

These were the outstanding fea- 
tures tonight or replies received 


by Universal Service in reponse 
to cabled inquiries made of of- 
ficials at the national capitals 
of the “Big Three” of Latin 
America. 

One of the objects of the in- 
quiries was to ascertain whether 


or not the South American coun- 
tries mentioned would object to 
admission of the United States to 
the World Court because of he 
reservations with which this coun- 
try has buttressed its adherence. 

In some of the replies is there 
the slightest indication that any 
of the South American countries 


will abject to the reservations.. 
On the contrary it was quite 
apparent that the attitude of the 


countries mentioned toward the 
Word Court is in many respects 
little diferent from that of the 
United States. 

In a formal statement to Uni- 
versal Service, a high official of 
the Brazilian foreign office de- 
clared the World Court to be 
“simply an arbitrating tribunal,” 
only with the consent of the 
Brazilian Congress can his gov- 
ernment submit and question for 
adjudication, he pointed out. Brazil 
emphasized the point that “de- 
cisions of a foreign tribunal can 
only become obligatory after con- 
firmation” by some national agen- 
cy, in their case, the Brazilian 
Supreme Court. 

The Chilean message revealed 
that the United States in ap- 
proaching the present members 
of the Court has asked for an 
immediate repiay as to the ‘accep- 
tability of the American reser- 
vations. Chile pledged a prompt 
n accordance w this 
request, but declined to make any 
statement in advance. 

Here in Washington, .it was 
pointed out that, as in the case of 
many other governments, Chile's 
consent must be backed by Con-

Volstead Straw 
Vote Inaccurate 
Says Dry Leader. 


Why the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, an organiza- 
tion of half a million women in 
20,000 cites, towns and communs 
ities in the United States is not 
taking part in any’ prohibition 
poll. , 

This is a statement issued by 
Mrs. Ella A. Boole of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., national president of the 
WwW. C. T. U., and received today 
by Mrs. Addie Garwood Estes of 
Berkeley, president of the W. C. 
T. U. of California. 

“The Eighteenth Amendment is 
in the Constitution. It can be re- 
pealed only by another amend- 
ment submitted by a_ two-thirds 
vote of both branches of Congress 
and ratified by three-fourths of 
the states. The Volstead Act has 
been upheld by the Supreme Court 
and will stand until repealed by 
Congress. 

“No referendum conducted by a 
newspaper, a group of individuals 
or an organization can change | 
the Eighteenth Amendment or the 
Volstead Act, neither does the 
vote of a referendum represent the 
opinion of the community or even 
of the readers of the newspapers. 
Those who protest against a cause. 
sign such a _ referandum more 
readily than those who want no 
change. 

“There is no way of checking 
up the age, citizenship or nation- 
ality,.or even the number of in- 
dividuals voting, for there may 
be many repeaters. 

“Only an election on a clear- 
cut issue by voters duly qualified 
is a fair criterion. In a_ sense, 
the election of every congressman 
is @ referendum, for prohibition 4 
has been a live issue for six 
years or more.
